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DETAILED ACTION 

Restriction 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 
L Claims 21-28, drawn to a composition, classified in class 530, subclass 399 for 
example. 

II. Claims 29-35, drawn to nucleic acids, cells and recombinant production of 
protien, classified in class 435, subclass 69.7. 

III. Claims 36-39, drawn to methods of treatment, classified in class 514, subclass 2. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make another and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
two proteins may be synthesized synthetically, or in different cells, and combined to form the 
composition in vitro. 

Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of operation, 
and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the different inventions are not 
disclosed as capable of use together, and have different designs, modes of operation and effect. 
A method of recombinant production of a protein is not related to a method of treatment using 
that protein. 

Inventions I and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(h). In the instant case the products may be used to assay for glycoprotein hormone 
receptors.

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and recognized divergent 
subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 



Election of Species

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the election, 
applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

(B) If Invention II is elected: 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
(i) wherein the first and second expression systems reside on separate or the same 
extrachromosomally replicating vectors, 
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(ii) wherein the first and second expression systems reside in a chromosome of the host 

cell, 

(iii) wherein one expression system is in the chromosome of the cells, and the other is on 
an extrachromosomally replicating vector. 

The species are independent or distinct because the search and consideration for each is 
separate, as each encompasses a different subset of host cells and vectors. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 29 and 35 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the election, 
applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

(C) If Invention III is elected: 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
treatment to (i) enhance fertility, (ii) reduce fertility, or (iii) treat polycystic ovarian disease. 
The species are independent or distinct because they are distinct conditions to be treated, which 
require separate search and consideration of the hormones involved, causes of the conditions, 
and effects to be achieved. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claim 36 is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
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thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the election, 
applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 



Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR

Applicants argument of the decisions in In re Ochiai and In re Brouwer is noted but is not 
deemed persuasive, as PTO practice in view of those decisions is directed to rejoinder of claims 
after allowable subject matter has been indicated, and not to withdrawal of restriction 
requirements. Applicants are advised that at such time as the elected product claim(s) are 
indicated as being allowable, rejoinder of claims|drawn to methods of using such may be 
requested under 35 U.S.C. § 103(b) pursuant to the procedures set forth in the Official Gazette 
notice dated March 26, 1 996 (1 1 84 O.G. 86). Si|ch rejoinder is not tantamount to a withdrawal 
of the restriction requirement. jj
